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Increase, Banking of Hours For Heavy Equipment Operator 





2004 Drain Cleaning Budget 
Creates Considerable Debate

EDITORS NOTE: .Some- 
times you get the impression 
during a Township Board 
meeting, there are other agen- 
das at play during the discus- 
sion of a particular issue. 
“The Weekly” got the im- 
pression at the December 
10th meeting that some Board 


members were debating the 


issue far more than they need- 
ed to. This was particularly 
strange since it came from 
those that have previously not 
considered “following proce- 
dure” an important consider- 
ation. The topic, as presented 
by the Supervisor, seemed 
modest enough. Yet the issue 
created a lot of debate. We 
urge you to view the meeting 
on the public access channel 
and judge for yourself. 


At the December 10th 
Board meeting, Supervisor 
Mitchell presented the 2004 
drain cleaning budget. The 
total budget came to about 
$48,000: In his budget the 
supervisor indicated it added 
five additional hours per week 
for the heavy equipment oper- 
ator. This would have brought 
his weekly hours to 25. The 
Supervisor also suggested his 
hourly rate be increased $1.00 
per hour. This would have 
brought his hourly wage to 
$20.00 per hour. 

Supervisor Mitchell said the 
wage increase reflected a 
2.4% increase retroactive to 
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last year and a 3% increase 
for the coming year. Ap- 
parently all of this informa- 
tion was in his submitted 
budget. To this he also added 
the thought of allowing the 
operator to “bank” his hours. 
The supervisor suggested 
the operator be able to bank 
his hours in case of bad 
weather and turned to the 
Township Attorney for his 
comments. Attorney Foley 
said he understood the intent 
of the Board was to keep the 
operator’s position part-time 
with no benefits. He said as 
long as the operator was part- 
time he would “be under the 
radar” of the collective bar- 
gaining unit of the Township. 
The attorney went on to 
state his concern over the 
banking of hours and cau- 
tioned against the employee 
working 40 hours in any 
given week. He asked the 
supervisor how he saw the 
banking of hours working. 
Supervisor Mitchell first 
said the operator would not 
exceed 25 hours per week and 
then added he would not work 
more than 35 hours per week 
and his wages would not 
exceed the budgeted amount. 
This appeared to be confusing 
to the Board members but he 
seemed to be saying that the 
employee, regardless of the 
banked hours, would work no 
more than 35 hours per week. 
Clerk Bowers said she 
would have liked this propos- 
al to be discussed by the 
negotiating committee. Not 
only was she concerned about 
the increased hours and the 
wage increase, but she was 
concerned about the banking 
of the hours. She went on to 
say the Township was cur- 
rently involved in. this issue 
with another employee and 
she said this could cost the 
Township a lot more than 
they thought. She said this 
“needs to be thought out a lit- 
tle bit more.” 
Trustee Carey immediately 
made a motion to refer this 


matter to the negotiating com- 
mittee and Clerk Bowers 
immediately seconded it. 
During the discussion phase 
the supervisor pointed out the 
creating of the position, the 
hours and the wages were all 
previously decided by the 
Board without the input of the 
negotiating committee. He 
wondered why some Board 
members felt it now needed to 
go to the negotiating commit- 
tee? 

Clerk Bowers confirmed 
that the Board created the 
position, hours and wages. To 
this, the supervisor responded 
then why would the commit- 
tee want to look at it now? He 
said the wage increase was 
small and asked what could 
the committee do to lower it? 

The clerk responded and 
suggested the supervisor was 
going “behind their backs.” 
She went on to say the com- 
mittee looks at all the con- 
tracts to make sure they are 
consistent. She said she has 
several questions and asked 
the supervisor why he wanted 
to make this (the work 
changes) an exception? She 
added the banking of hours 
issue “will come back to bite 
them.” 

The Supervisor, who would 
repeat this many times, 
repeated the limits on the 
hours, wages and no overtime. 
He said he couldn’t under- 
stand how the Township could 
get into trouble. To this, the 
clerk responded they still did 
not have a contract with the 
operator and they needed to 
get one made. 

Treasurer Skrzycki said he 
was on the negotiating com- 
mittee and he agreed with the 
need to refer the matter to 
them. He saw no harm in 
waiting until the January 
meeting. He urged moving 
cautiously and he said he 
wanted the Township attorney 
to take a look at it. 

Trustee O’Kelley seemed to 
notice the supervisor's grow- 
ing frustration and he said he 


was agreeable to the supervi- 
sor’s proposal and thought the 
Board could eventually look 
at making it a full-time posi- 
tion because of the success of 
the program. However, he 
agreed with the concerns over 
the banking and felt it was 
wise to send it to the negotiat- 
ing committee. 

The Supervisor continued to 
express his frustration and 
said his proposal was a simple 
matter and he considered it to 
be a “stall and delay tactic” by 
some Board members. O’Kel- 
ley, apparently trying to show 
his support, repeated he sup- 
ported the proposal and asked 
the supervisor not to take 
some of the comments too 
personally. 

The supervisor called the 
DPW Director Melvin Sheets 
before the Board and asked 
him to comment on the issue. 
Mr. Sheets commented on sit- 
uations where work would 
need to be stopped and then 
other times when they could 
work more. He said he had 
allowed banking in some situ- 
ations but stopped when he 
was told he couldn’t do it. 
Trustee O’Kelley asked who 
told him he had to stop and he 
replied it was two Board 
members. O’Kelley did not 
press him on this matter. 

The treasurer continued to 
talk about establishing a pro- 
tocol and added that at the 
staff meeting it was agreed 
that the operator’s position 
would be consistent with the 
DPW contract. He expressed 
concern over the percentage 


of raise and suggested it was 
higher than being considered 
for the DPW. Later in the dis- 
cussion Skrzycki seemed to 
contradict himself when he 
said the pay raise was second- 
ary to having a contract. 

The supervisor seem to take 
exception to the percentage 
argument and its tie to the 
DPW contract. He said he 
shouldn’t reveal the figures 
they were considering and 
then revealed them and said 
his proposal was below those 
figures. He felt some were 
“nickel and diming” the pro- 
posal. He said a “Gradall” 
operator in the market made 
much more than he was pro- 
posing and said the work was 
“pennies on the dollar” when 
compared to what Wayne 
County charged. 

He concluded his remarks 
by talking about the budget 
and said he had proposed this 
budget back in October and 
said that raising the issue now 
was a delaying tactic. He said 
the budget was reduced 
$20,000 from the previous 
budget, which to him, showed 
the program was being con- 
trolled. 

Clerk Bowers responded the 
raise was not presented “until 
tonight.” Trustee Carey con- 
cluded the debate by telling the 
Supervisor the review was not 
a delaying tactic and that she 
had always supported the drain 
program. She said the process 
just needed to be followed. 

The vote to refer the matter 
passed five to one with 
Mitchell voting in opposition.

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Career Education for Wagar Middle School Students 


Sixth grade Career Dis- 
covery students start their six 
weeks discovering many dif- 
ferent occupations. Each oc- 
cupation explored includes a 
virtual field to the workplace 
studied and group activities 
related to that profession. 

Next, they start a series of 
projects. Students demonstrate 
different ways one should 
dress for certain occasions and 
professions in their Outfit for 
Every Occasion/Profession 
Project. Many of these proj- 
ects revolve around time and 
money management skills. 

My Dream Bedroom Project 
allows the student to differen- 
tiate between wants and needs 
when they have a tight budget. 
Students wireless laptops to 
complete their budget project 
on EXCEL. Many. students 
are amazed as they realize 
how expensive their bedrooms 
truly have become. This is an 
eye-opening experience for 
many. The sixth grade teacher 
enjoys letting the students 
know that the Bed-in-Bag is 
truly not a bed in a bag for 
$69.99! 

The seventh grade Ex- 
ploring Technology students 
start their six weeks discover- 
ing occupations revolving 
around technology. Virtual 
field trips are taken to the 
workplaces studied and group 
activities follow to start our 
team building process. Once 
students have gotten to work 
with each other on various 
projects they complete an 
application. This application 
will determine whether the 
student becomes a computer 
programmer, Lego robot 

builder, or creative story- 
writer. Wireless laptop com- 
puters with Lego Mindstorm 
Software are used to com- 
plete this project. This allows 
students to be mobile and lit- 


erally get down on the floor to 
work. 

Students are placed on teams 
based on their previous class- 
room group work experiences. 
Next, they set off on a journey 
that requires them to design, 
build, and program a robot that 
will act out a creative story. 
Each student has a job descrip- 
tion and is graded individually. 
Each team is challenged to a 
contest, which involves absen- 
teeism, tardiness, and disci- 
plines. In the last rotation, one 
team went the 15 days of the 
contest without any absences, 
tardiness, or disciplines. They 
did a wonderful job working 
together, built a superior robot, 
made a fabulous presentation, 
and of course, won the contest. 
The day after the contest 3 of 
the 6 students were absent. I 
have really seen some positive 
peer pressure result from this 
contest. 

Eighth grade Pathways to 
Success students are experi- 
encing a variety of ways to be 
successful in their future. They 
explore various careers, learn 
about trends in today’s society, 
and focus on workplace ethics. 
Students have various projects

focusing on sexual harass- 
ment, disabilities, and diversi- 
ty in the workplace. They 
explore the options for voca- 
tional classes at the high 
school level and take a walk 
over to visit a class or two at 
the high school. 

The final project in eighth 
grade the the Career Power 
Point Portfolio. This portfolio 
documents middle school 
accomplishments, personal 
interests, and career explo- 
ration. the students create and 
present this portfolio to the 
class using PowerPoint soft- 
ware on a wireless laptop com- 
puter. We focus on the career 
pathways that our high school 
classes are separated into and 
complete many assessments. 
These assessments allow the 
students to let their values, per- 
sonality, skills, and interests 
guide them to a career that will 
make them happy and success- 
ful in life. My favorite quote is
